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Unilingualists to protest Bill 63 today

Massive opposition is. rallying 
a^nst the Government's pro- 
posed Bill 63. 

A week long period of agitation 
will start today at universities 
throughout Quebec^buildiiig,.to 
wards an explosive 'confrontation 
in front of the Quebec National 
'Assembly on Friday aftenioon. 

At a closed meeting of French 
nationalist and student leaders 
last night at the Univerdty of 
Montreal, detailed plans were 
drawn up for the week of protest. 

Teach-in will start this 
morning at the Université de 
Montréal, Université de Laval, 
Université de Sherbrooke and 
the Université de Quâ)ecl 

2000 students are expected to 
attend the teach-in at the Univer- 
sité de Montreal which starts at 
9:30 am today. The session will 



last all day with speakers such 
as, Raymond Lemieux, Michel 
Chartiaml, and many other na- 
~ tidiialist I^ders. 

French High School and CEGEP 
students will boycott classes to 
attend the Université de Mont- 
réal teach-in. Representatives 
from the High Schools and 
CEGEP s took an active part in 
the meeting last night. 

However the main focus of the 
meeting last night was to organize 
a march on the Renaissance 
Club, headquarters of the Union 
Nationale in Montreal. LIS leader 
Raymond Lemieux expects 10,- 
000 participants to join the march. 

The march will originate at 
Pare laurier and the Université 
de Montréal. The or^iJzers 
expect to arrive at the Club at 
9 pm where they will bum "sev- 
eral enemies of the people" in 
effigy. 



The organizers: hoped to keep 
the demonstration peaceful but 
were concerned over possible 
clashes with the police. By 10 pm 
last night, the leaders had or- 
ganized a core of "internal po- 
lice" to keep order." Others were 
organized to prepare pickets and 
flyers to be distributed during 
the march. 

Attending the meeting of 150 
were Raymond Lemieux, Pres- 
ident of the US, Reggie Char- 
trand, President of the Cheva- 
liers dé l'indépendance, and well 
known ex-political science lec- 
turer at McGill Stanley Gray. 
Gray did not take an active part 
in the meeting. 

The tightly knit group cheered 
the announcement that a class 
boycott was initiated at the 
Uidversité de Laval yesterday 
afternoon and that 1000 students 
at the St. Foy CEGEP threw the 



Gendron Commission out of 
their building. 

M. Lemieux announced that 
tlie protest movement which 
originated over the weekend with 
tlK formation of the Front de 
QuOec Français was eliciting, 
spontaneous of the Front de 
Quâ>ec Français was eliciting 
spontaneous reactions throughout 
the province. He said he had 
received calls from places such 
as JoUiette and Tbetford Mbies. 

He also added that tluee Mont- 
real radio stations had phoned 
up to say that they would "give 
us as much publicity as they give 
to the government." 

In its fight against Bill 63, the 
FLF has brought together such 
broad based orpnlzations as the 
St. Jean BapUste Society, the 
Corparation des Enseignants de 
Quebec, the CSN and the CNTU 
and the various Catholic parent- 



teacher associations throughout 
the province. 

Ilicse groups plan to cooperate 
in organizing demonstrations 
Wednesday and Thursday in all 
Quebec's major cities such as 
Montreal, Hull, Sherbrooke, 
Three Rivers and Quebec City. 
Work-stoppages may be included 
as part of the protest. Friday, 
all will converge on the National 
Assembly to bring the activities 
to a climax. 

At last night's meeting, M. Le- 
mieux warned the students to 
remain non-violent and keep 
tlieir energy in reserve. "You 
will have plenty of opportunity 
to use the aggressiveness you've 
kept hidden all week on Friday," 
headded. 

As the meeting broke up to work 
in small committees, Lximieux 
reminded the students, "Tues- 
day night is not the end. It is just 
the beginning."

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Campus demands 
Young resignation 



students' polled on campus 
yesterday came out nearly 
twD-toK)ne in favour of the 
resignation of Students' Soci- 
ety Internal ^^ce-President 
Dave Young. 

Young has declared that he 
will not attend meetings of 
Students' Council uiitil it 
changes its orientation. "If 
campus feels tliat my action 
is irresponsible, and that my 
responsibilities as Internal 
Vice-President should be taken 
over by someone else, I shall 
resign," headded. 

More than 250 students were 
contacted yesterday in the Dai- 
ly's admittedly unscientific 



poll. 43 per cent said that they 
think Young should reàgn if 
he will not attend Council 
meetings; 22 per cent said that 
he should reihain in his pres- 
■ entposL' .f^i^v^r:\ ■ 

The rest ooihinented tliat 
they do not know anything 
about the affair, or that they 
do not care. 

"Young's actions may be 
legal, but they are highly un- 
ethical," charged one person 
who wants Young to resign. 
"One would hope that the 
Internal Vice-President - or 
any other person — would show

Robertson capitulates 



Principal H. Rockc Robertson 
announced yesterday that he has 
agreed to call the Senate Com- 
mittee to Mahitain a Continuing 
Review of University Government 
into session by Nov. 10, provided 
the students will send their rep- 
resentatives. 

The Committee will meet with 
the intention of reporting within 
three months, according to Dr. 
Robertson. TTie Committee is ex- 
pected to outline major reforms 
in the structure of the University 
government, just as a similar, 
commission at the Univei^ty of 
■Toronto reconunendcd two weeks 
ago. 

The failure of the Committee, 
formed eight months ago, to meet, 
touched off a struggle in Stu- 
dents' Council last Wednesday 



that resulted in the resignations 
of Engineering representative 
Ken Gowcs, Education represen- 
tative Marg Venall, and Music 
representative John Whitelaw. 

Council voted that night not to 
send students to meetings of Sen- 
ate until the Conuniltee was con- 
vened. The three members who 
resigned over the motion wanted 
Council to take a more radical 
stand and withhold student Sen- 
ators undl actual University re- 



forms were granted. 

Now that Dr. Robertson has 
acceded to the demands of Coun- 
cil, elections for student Senators 
will be held on Nov. 12 to co-in- 
cide with tiie by-elections to fill 
the seats vacated by Qowes, 
Whitelaw, and VeiraU. 

The Committee to maintain a 
Continuing Review of University 
Government will be composed of 
jfour students, ^ four governors, 
and four senators.

The Loyola campus seemed 
deserted today, only 1500 stud^ts 
out of 4250 enrolled at the college 
appeared for scheduled classes 
on the first day of a three-day 
strike. 

The strike was called to back 
student demands for increased 
representation on the senate and 
for arbitration in the case of dis- 
missed physics professor Srin- 
vasa Santhanam. . 

Throughout the day, scraggly 
picket lines paraded in front of 
the administration building, oc- 
casionally leaving their posts for 
a brief march across the campus. 
Bearing signs saying "Don't 
trust the trustees" and "First 
DeGaulle, Now Malone," • the 
pickcttcrs yelled at passuig stu- 
dents to join the picket lines. ' 

Chants of "Santlianam-Justice" 
rippled periodically through the 
lines, as did choruses of oinking 
whenever a secip^^uard ^walk- 



quiet and orderly as a whole, and 
passing students did not . pay 
them much attention. 

Hcketthig students claimed 
that as many, as 35 , faculty mem- 
bers had marched with them dur- 
ing this first strike day. 

Geoffrey Adams, associate 
professor of history, gave his 
full endorsement to the students 
by briefly joining their lines. 

"I hope the administration 
will be impressed by the solidar- 
ity shown by the faculty and stu- 
dents", he said. "Arbitration is 
the only sensible solution in the 
Santhanam affair".

A few steps from Professor 
Adams a group of students were 
discussing the strilte with Hel- 
mut Famira, assistant professor 
of modem languages. 

"I'm very much against the 
strilce, "said Dr. Famira." I 
don't see any reason for it. 
.Those who come to class should 
get what they want - lectures". 

"I don't sec why I should re- 
hash work after the strike for 
those who arc going on a Marcel 
Nouvet holiday" he added. 

Nouvet, president of the L.oyo- 
la Student Association, was ins- 
trumental , in, calling the strike 
ref crèidum two weeks ago. 

Most of the students interview- 
ed, however, were somewhere 
between the views expressed by 
I^ofessors Famira and Adams. 

One student admitted that, al- 



though he was taking part in the 
boycott, he thought nothing would 
be accomplished by the strike. 

Another student said she had 
not condoned the strike motion 
in the first place, because she 
thought the Board of Trustees 
would act upon student demands. 
Now, as a result of the apparent 
Inflexibility of the Board, she 
had decided to take part in the 
boycott. 

Other students were apathetic, 
and had not voted in the referen- 
dum. 

"Politics don't interest me," 
exclaimed several. "I came here 
to study, not to go on strike." 

One student charged that the 
tactics used by the LSA executive 
in calling the strike were unfair. 



Tlie Board of Directors is the 
equivalent of our Students' 
Council. 

A second student indignantly 
said that he and 'other students 
had been tricked into voting for 
the strike. 

"The LSA executive told us 
that even if we voted yes, we 
didn't have to go on strike," he 
said. 

Today he came to school to 
find half his cbss away, and abo 
another class cancelled by a 
professor who had joined the 
strike. 

Twenty-two professors have 
joined the student boycott, and 
have resolved not to give any 
lectures during the three^lay 

strike. 



Eighty-nine faculty members 
have signed the document, which 
states that no tests will be given 
during tlie strike, that attendance 
vvill not be mandatory, that as- 
signments due during the strike 

period can be handed in at some 
later date, and that reviews of 

work covered during the strike 
will be conducted if the students 
so desire.

The Pagé Report on the re- 
structuring of the Montreal 
school system contains 
these same features and in 
essence forms the theorati- ' 
cal background to BUI SI. 
Therefore, the ' attack of 
uniiinguallsts Ims been cen-° 
tered mainly upon the Pagé 
Report and Its conclusions 
on the luue of cultural du- 
rability. These conclusions 
'are presented In the follow- 
ing extracts. 

Below Is a critk]ua of the 
Report by Roméo Bouchard, 
editor of Le Quartier 

Utin.' 



Cultural Duality 

The Report of the Royal Commission on 
Bilingualism aiid Biculbinllsm states: 



"The words biilngualism and biculturalism 
indicate two styles of living which are 
distinct, even though they obviously have, 
much hi common. Ju^ as billngualisih ; 
should not lead to a blend of.ttae two Ian-, 
guages, so Canada's ctdtiinl'duality shoiild' 
not be taken to m«in a, mixture of these 
two cultures. Each has its own existence." 



In endorsing this opinion, we propose for 
Montreal a school system that is founded on 
respect for both languages and both cultures. 
We believe that the linguistic rights of the in- 
dividual should be respected and that they 
should be guaranteed by provincial legislation 
' and eveiitu^y by the Canadian constitution. 

The sdiool system which grew,up,in..Que-. 
bee after IMl was not based bn\ÛKjlingQbtUc 
duality of the inhabitants'.evea:tti0u£|iTat tIiat 
time, duality in language cbmspooded veiy 
closely with rdigious divisions. It is true 
that the law distinguishes between schools on 
the basis of religion but, in practice, the dis> 
junction has often become one of language.;^ 
'.i/.^t^llie : Canadian obostitution protects acquhtxll 



religious rights but it ignores the question 
of iwguage,^di!itfiëp'Fïendigiu^i^ 
schabb''or/ti£i?&fferait^^^^^ ab- 
solutely no constitutional guarantee. It is 
only in Quebec that the English-language 
minority have enjoyed a de facto protection 
of their ri^ts, wUch has, in fact, allowed^ 
them to create an EngUsh-language system^ 
tliatis practically autonomous, 
r Nothing in either, federal or provincial 
law: protects the two official languages of 
oiir country in the field of ediicationj^^^^^^jr 
We are convinced that in Montreal it'is~ 
possible to set up a school structure on a 
language basis, since each of the two principal 
groups has a sufficient enrollment to make this 
feasible. Tbus, by offering high quality educa- 
tion in both siectors, French cultural values 
will be (protected at the same time as the 
rights of the English-speaking group who are, 
and rightly so, equally attached to their cul- 
ture. As we have already seen, culture is root- 
ed in the very essence of being,, and, even 
' more than language, to a' heritage that to 
worthy of bebg transmitted hi all its fullness. 
We propose, therefore, that on the Island of! 
Montreal, school boards of a special type be 
set up according to language, for we believe 
that it to at the level of the school board, yM 
we bavé made responsible for pedagoi^^'aâ^ 
iitheiyi^dSfrtiafe,^ teaching takes placé^^ifaal 
~'itted. -.v.-. . 



The Rights of Parents and their Role 

One of the most basic principles of a 
democratic school s)'stem is tliat of freedom 
of choice for parents with regard to their 
children's education. We will not labour thto 
point which has already been analyzed in' the 
hPaiént^Reppit;and to recognized in the pream- 
^liie^fô%ie*Ediication Deiartment Act and the 
Superior Council of Education Act. Wc have 
ahready said how strongly we favour respect 
for the religion and the culture of the citizen. 
It is here that we wtoh to give parents freedom 
lofdioice. 

To respect thto principle, the metropoli* 
tan school organizaUon miist offer a choice 
of possiliilities. The dioice, of coune, must 
be realtoUc. Thto means that, to some extent, 
parento' freedom to limited by. the variety of 
choice which the school organization to able 
to offer without causbg undue fragmentation oi 
the system. 

Parento on the bland of Montreal, what- 
ever their mother tongue or religion, should 
be free to choose a school that to French or 
English, Catholic, I^rotestaht^or pluralistic. 
Furthermore, -, transfer . from one type of 
, school to another should be not only possible 
but easy. 

It may be objected that the aim of high 
Smbbility .'to worthy but hard to adiieve. We 
Ktdieve, howev^, that - with the proposed 
fl^tem it can be done.

But another person replied, 
"No, I don't think he should 
resign because he has a lot 
of other jobs to do as Internal 
Vice-President. The person who 
would step into his shoes will 
need time to adjust to the job." 

Several people expressed the 
opinion that Students' Society 
President Julius Grey should 
resign, not Voting. 

The conflict between Grey 
and Young is a major reason 
for the tatter's . withdrawal 
from Council. Young feels that 
Grey and Elxtemal Vice-Pres- 
ident Martin Shapiro will out- 
vote him in any executive pro- 
posal and thus render himself 
ineffective. 

At any rate, Young has 
caused a constitutional crisis, 
because under the Students' 
Society rules, . there is no 
provision to prevent an exec- 
utive .member from ignoring 
. theparliamcntary process. 

Although' the campus at 
large was strongly ; opposed 
to Young continuing in . his 
present position Without at- 
tending Council meetings, stu- 
dent poiiticos were much more 
sympathetic. 

Allan Gandcll, External 
Vice-President of the Engineer- 
ing Undergraduate Society, 
said that Young should not

He lashed out at all Coun- 
dl members. "There is not 
a single Council member who 
can say he has not contributed 
to the body's downfall," he 
charged. 

David I. Elisha, President 
of the Pakistani Students' 
Society, believes that Young 
stopped attending meetings as 
a matter of principle until the 
present situation is corrected, 
and that this action docs not 
call for his: resignation. He 
added that hë bas'attetided only 
one Council meeting. "It was 
tlie most disillusioning ex- 
perience of my stay at Mc- 
GlU," he noted. 

Law Council representative 
Stanley Goldstein v said that 
Young should not l>e forced to 
resign if "he is actually 'car- 
rying out his functions as 
Vice President." 
^*|If , he is , remaining in of- 
^fice'only 'as~a sham to retain, 
his room' and food allowancèvi..' 
then he should resi^Tand^be^^'^ 
charged for the benefits he 
has received," he . added. 
"Young has paralyzed Coun- 
cil and violated his platform." 

Ed Fine, President of the 
Liberals' Students, declared 
that Grey should resign rather 
than Young. He advocated tliat 
the Students' Council not CKist 
as a centralized body, and 
that each faculty should man- 
age its own affairs. 
- Arts and Science Represcn-, 
tativc Danny Luchins took an 
opposite view. "Young is re- 
sponsible to Coundl. He must 
either resign or do nothing. 
It's better tlut he resign." 
He pbced responsibility for 
the failure of Council on. both 
Greyand Young.

Fattier Malonc reaffirmed liis 
administration's decision not to 
reliire Professor Santlianam, and- 
denicd tlie validity of negotiations 
between a menûier. of tlie Board 
of Trustees and a representative 
of tlie Faculty Association.
